Ad. Cullerton and Vierling Introduce 


Measures to 3 his End. 

Ald, Cullerton introduced an ordinance for 
the establishment of a police court .to be 
known asthe “Juvenile Police Court,” to 
which all charges against boys and girls under 
15 years old shall be submitted, and the ses- 
sions of which shall be held within five blocks 
of the corner of Michigan avenue and Madi- 
son street. The ordinance provides further 
for the establishment of a proper place of de- 
tention for such prisoners until their final 
trial and a proper bath for their use in con- 
nection with the court. The ordinance, which 
was referred to the Committee on Finance, 
was accompanied by a long preamble relating 
the reasons why such Juvenile Police Court 
ought to be established. ‘ 

In the same connection Ald. Vierling intro- 
duced a petition urging an appropriation for 
such a reform school at the bridewell ground 
as was suggested, and the affHcers of the Illi- 
nois Industrial and Agricultural School at 
Gien wood presented a communication ae 
attention to the economy and efficiency o 
their institution. 

Controller May submitted a draft of an 
ordinance authorizing the issuance of new 
bonds to retirealike amount of bonds ma- 
turing July 1, 1892, as follows: Eight hun- 
dred and twenty-one water loan bonds, 249

bonds, all of the denomination of $1,000, and 
in all amounting to $1,560,000, for which no 
appropriation has been made.

Mayor Washburne also submitted for con- 
firmation the nominatian of E. Louis Kuhns 
for Deputy Cummissioner of public works.

Health Commissioner Ware sent to the 
Council the design of a seal for the Depart- 
ment of Health, the figure of Hygeia sur- 
rounded by appropriate lettering. which he 
wished approved by the Council. It was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Judiciary. 

Ald. Cullerton had an order passed instruct- 
ing the Corporation Counsel to push all suits to 
remove obstacles in Jackson boulevard be- 
tween the west line of Haisted street and the 
east line of Garfield Park. 

An ordinance was introduced providing that 
the City Collector of the City or Chicago shall 
on or before March 31, 1892, make & report in 
writing to the County Treasurer and ex-officio 
County Collector of Cook County of all real 
property on which at that time the Collector 
shall have been unable to collect special as- 
sessments, with the amount due and unpaid. 

It was rumored at the Council that Mayor 
Washburne would veto the omnibus ordi- 
nance of the West Chicago Street railway 
company, for cross-town lines and down-town 
loops. The Mayor has made appointments 
for this morning with delegations favoring the 
measure and with others opposed to certain 
parts of it, to all of whom he has said that he 
would form no decision until he had given 
them a hearing.

STRIKERS MAY SOON RETURN TO WORK. 


Prospect of an Early Settlement of the Selz, 
Schwab & Co. Troubles. 

There is a probability that the strike of 
Selz, Schwab & Co.’s employés will be settled 
today, and that before another week most of 
the strikers will be at work. 

The Executive committee called on the firm 
yesterday morning. The committee invited 
Rabbi E. G. Hirsch, W. T. Mills, and the Rev. 
O. P. Gifford of Immanuel Baptist Church to 
be present at the conference. These men pré- 
ceded the committee and prevailed upon the 
firm to consent to a speedy and amicable set- 
tlement. 

When the strikers arrived they introduced 
as their spokesman Henry J. Skefflugton. 
Secretary of the Boot and Shoe Workers’ In- 
ternational Union. Mr. Morris Selz refused 
to deal with the men as members of uny 
union. He objected to the term strikers 
as applying to the men, and declared that they 
were merely men who had left their employ- 
ment. 

** We have never asked,“ he said, when we 
hired a man whether he was a union or non- 
union man.“ 

Mr. Skeffington coincided with the views 
expressed and presented a list of three griev- 
ances to be adjusted. 

The first grievance was the matter of clos- 
ing the gates against the employés at certain 
hours in the morning; the second, an adjust- 
ment of the deducting system for damaged 
work ; and the third, a protest against the re- 
ductivoa of wages without the consent, and oft- 


{ entimes without any previous knowledge of the 


em ployés. aa; 

In the discussion which arose upon the sub- 
ject of deductions Mr. Selz, turning to Rabbi 
Hirsh, said: 

** Your vocation on earth is to save bad 
souls, while mine is to make good soles.“ 

Mr. Milis retorted that the strikers were out 
because the firm thought they were spoiling 
good soles. 

Mr. Selz declared that the firm was ready 
to adjust any differences between the man- 
agement and the men, and asked the com- 
mittee if it was authorized by the men to 
make a final settlement, a settlement which 
would be binding to both parties. 

The com mittee did not desire to take this 
responsibility upon itself, and informed the 
firm that it would obtain such authority from 
the strikers. The committee then retired 
with the understanding that it would return 
today prepared to act. N 

At the meeting held by the strikers in the 
afternoon at Cline's Hall the committee was 
given full power to act and adjust all griev- 
ances to its best judgment. Miss Mary E. 
Kinney of the American Federation of Labor 
read a letter from the Shirtmakers’ Union, 
who donated $25 for initiation fees and dues 
for such of the womeu strikers as were unable 
to meet these demands. Miss Kinney con- 
gratulated the women on their organization. 
She advised them to continue the same activ- 
ity in the unin after the settlement of the 
strike as manifested by them at preseat.

torney. 

W. i. Lyford, by direction of the Chair- 
man, assumes the office of General Counsel. 
William J. Calhoun, hitherto local attorney at 
Danville, III., is appointed General Attorney. 
A. C. Miller, Claim Agent, and the local at- 
torneys now retained, will continue their re- 
lations with the company under existing ar- 
rangement until otherwise di by the 
General Attorney, to whom they will in future 
report and by whom they will from time to 
time be advised as to their duties. 

The offices of the General Counsel and Gen- 
eral Attorney will be at the general offices of 
the company in the First’ National Bank 
Building, Chicago. ,

St. Josers, Mo., March 14.-.[Special.]—

Wasnrxorox. D. C., March 14.—[ Special. 
A bill was today introduced in the Senate by 
Senator Allison to compel the railroads to 
equip their cars with automatic couplers with- 
in a certain time.

BERING RA QUESTION IN THE SENATE. 


Message from the President That the Seal 
Is in Danger of Extinction. 

Wasmxdrox, D. C., March 14.— Special. |— 
Bering Sea was discussed for more than an 
hour in the executive session of the Senate 
this afternoon. The immediate text for the 
talk was a message from the President trans- 
mitting documents to show that the seal is in 
danger of extinction unless pelagic sealing be 
stopped. Lord Salisbury has founded his re- 
fusal to renew the modus vivendi on the claim 
of the English experts, Baden-Powell and Dr. 
Dawson, that there is no danger of destroying 
the seal by unrestricted sealing. Whatever 
merit this claim might have would be for the 
tribunal of arbitration to determine. It can- 
not be settled in advance of arbitration by 
either governmect’s say sv. But the Presi- 
dent thought it wise to put the Senate in pos- 
session of some results of the investigation 
made by the American experts, Profs. Men- 
denhall and Merriam. These reach conclu- 
sions diametrically opposite to those of the 
British Com missioners. 

The temper of the Senate was shown in the 
way it insisted on having the facts laid before 
it. Senator Sherman wanted the message re- 
ferred to the Foreign Relations committee 
without reading, as is usually done when doc- 
uments of this kind are transmitved. But the 
Senators insisted on having the reports read 
and followed the reading with an animat 
discussion of the situation. The sentiment in 
favor of upholding the administration in eu- 
forcing vigorous measures was stronger than 
ever. Much impatience was shown over the 
delay of Lord, Salisbury in answering the 
President's last note. Senator Sherman, who 
had been at the White House durtng the morn- 
ing, stuted that nothing had yet been received. 
He was, however. able to give the Senators 
some news regarding the measures that were 
being taken to prevent poaching this season, 
with or without the cooperation of Great 
Britain. Satisfaction was felt at these 
measures, though several Senators frankly 
stated that they did not think the United 
States had enough vessels to seriously inter- 
tere with the poachers. Some references 
were made to Canada, but the proposition of 
shutting off the Canadian railroads was not 
discussed at length. Besides Sherman, Sena- 
tors Morgan, Allison, White, and Platt took

THE PROGRESS OF RECIPROCITY. 

The President has issued his proclamation 
announcing the establishment of a reciprocity 
agreement with Nicaragua. In return for the 
free admission of its coffee, etc., that country 
agrees to let in free a large number of ths ag- 
ricultural and. manufactured products of the 
United States which have hitherto had to pay 
high duties. The manufacturers and farmers 
of this country have been given 4 practical 
monopoly of the Nicaraguan markets and 
they will no doubt make good use of it. 

This proclamation of the President reduces 
by one the number of countries whose failure 
to reciprocate may subject them to the penal- 
ties of the retaliatory clauses ofythe reciproc- 
ity section of the Taritf law. The number of 
those whose coffee, sugar, and hides will be 
saddled with duties is small. Mexico will not 
be among them, because a commercial treaty 
is being negotiated which will be broader in 
its scope than a reciprocity agreement under 
the Tariff law could be. A treaty is also being 
negotiated with Austria-Hungary. It will 
lower its duties on American breadstuffs and 
will make other concessions. Spain is also 
ready to make arrangements for the Philip- 
pine Islands similar to those made for Cuba 
and Puerto Rico. Consequently, the coffee 
and sugar shipped from the Philippines to 
San Francisco wil! not have to pay duty.

Doubtless the opponents of reciprucity will 
talk exultantly of the few small and insignifi- 
cant countries like Honduras and Hayti, 
which have failed to make agreements, but 
they will have nothing to say about the suc- 
cess of Mr. Blaine’s policy in forcing open the 
closed ports of the West Indies, Germany, 
France, Austria-Hungary, etc., which would 
have remained unopened to the day of doom 
if the Democrats were in power.

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THE SUCKET-SHOPS. 

Tar Tarsuns of Monday contained a com- 
prehensive article about bucket-shops of 
this city. It told where the principal ones 
are situated, and described their methods of 
transacting what their proprietors and some 
other people call business. Those estab- 
lishments are numerous, and they are flour- 
ishing. Some of them furnish for the infor- 
mation and use of their patrons the quotations 
showing the movement of prices in grain and 
provisions on the Chicago Board of Trade 
and of stocks on the New York Exchange; 
but in many of them the figures operated on 
are entirely fictitious, being mythical prices 
of equally mythical properties, haying no ex- 
istence save on paper or the blackboard. 

On the basis of these figures the patrons of 
the bucket-shop make bets with the proprietor 
of the institution. They deposit with him their 
money on the understanding that if the mar- 
ket goes in their favor he will pay them back 
their cash and alittle more, the latter form- 
ing to them what they will call a“ profit on 
the deal. Apparently they do not stop to 
consider the terrible chances against them 
arising out of the conditions imposed. In the 
first place they pay a bigger percentage than 
is exacted by the dealer at a square game of 
faro, if there be such a thing; and, secondly, 
it is to the direct interest of the bucket-shop 
that they shall lose their deposit. When it is 
remembered that the man who ruys that in- 
stitution has the manipulation of the figures 
on which the betting is done, and that 
he makes those issued on the fictifious 
stocks, it should be evident that the men who 
bet with him stand no chance of getting back 
any more money than is just sufficient to en- 
courage them to bet again in the hope of re- 
covering former losses. In addition to this, 
the ups and downs on the actual markets of 
the country are subject to sway by the bucket- 
shop vctopus whenever it will pay him to in- 
terfere. He can well afford to spend $100,000 
in foreing an ad vance or decline of about one 
per cent in the price, when by doing so he will 
“ freeze out a lot of fellows who have bets 
to the amount of four or tive times) as much 
registered on his books. As most of the in- 
vestments ’’ with him are on the buying side, 
his influence is generally exerted in the di- 
rection of depressing prices, and he thus be- 
comes steadily inimical to the producer 
not only of the wheat, which is the article 
usually bet on, but of all other farm 
products, they declining in sympathy. 
But the bettor has not even a guarantee that 
the professed quotations for grain are honest 
ones. If obtained from the Board of Trade it 
is in a surreptitious way, with no means pro- 
vided for checking them by reference to the 
actual prices ruling at the time. There is 
thus at once a wide opportunity and a strong 
temptation to change the quotations not in 
accordance with fact, but to suit the interest 
of the man who holds the bets and does not 

want to pay out any more of the money than 
> he can help. Perhaps the trustworthiness of 
these grain quotations, or the lack of it, may 
be inferred frum the intimation that the per- 
sop furnishing them has declined to serve 
commission merchants in their offices. Those 
gentlemen may not have the chance of mak- 
ing a close comparison with facts. 

The most wonderful thing about the “ busi 
ness is that a sufficient number of fools can 

be * to maintain these establishments. 
It is reasonable to infer that bemg run in de- 
fiance.of the law they are conducted by un- 
 pctneighed menp who could not be trusted to 
deal fairly in the ordinary affairs of life. One 
might suppose that the man who wants to 
risk his cash by betting it wouid prefer to do 
‘so where he has something like an even 
chance, and on a process which he could 
watch for himself closely enough to detect 


by fraud on the part of the fellow with whom he

they see in it a brightness of prosperity 


every now and then getting singed, and at last 
drop down hopelessly, their places being taken 
by others doomed to go through the same ex- 
perience. 


Probably a majority of the victims of these 
traps to catch the dollars of the foolish ones 
are people with no prospects in life, men who 
have been at some time better off and have 
no hope of rising again, or hangers on at 
places of questionable repute which are chiefly 
frequented in the night time, and who are 
entitied to little sympathy ‘since the money 
they has been gained in a disreputable 
way. But the bucket-shop also leads astray 
many who but for them would have remained 
honest and measurably industrious. In that 
respect it is a monster evil leading directly to 
the more notoriously bad resorts which are 
widely recognized as the gateways of death, 
moral and physical. Hence the laws against 
bucket-shops should be enforced to the utmost. 
There ought to be no hesitation in the matter. 
If the properly constituted authorities do not 
see their way clear to prosecute these places 
out of existence, our well-disposed citizens 
who have time and means at their command 
could hardly employ both better than by help- 
ing those officials, and if need be spurring tlfem 
up to the performance of their duty. And 
this is the best time to undertake the work of 
purification. The number of bucket-shops 
has recently increased, and it is still growing, 
the success of these in existence stimulating 

the establishment of others, bcth the old and 
the new hoping to reap a rich harvest out of 
the excitement: attending the great Fair. 


SOME ALDERMANIC CANDIDATES. 
While it cannot be said that the Republic- 


ans made the best useof their opportunities 
at the Republican Aldermanic primaries Sat- 
urday, they certainly did better than the 
Democrats. The latter nominated most of 
the old boodle gang whose terms are about to 
expire, and took particular pains to prevent 
the nomination of those Aldermen who made 
an effort to serve the people. This was shown 
particularly “in the Thirteenth, Twenty- 
second, and Twenty-sixth Wards, where Ald. 
Roth, Goldzier, and Webber were defeated 
Saturday to make way for more pliable per- 
sons. Ald. Goldzier is one of the best Alder- 
men of the present Council, keen, honest, en- 
ergetic, a good debater, familiar with munici- 
pal law and municipal work. He has been 
rejected to make way for a small-bore law- 
yer who has tried repeatedly to break into 
the Council. In the Thirteenth Ward Ald. 
Roth, who has on the whole made a good 
record, and who has vigorously fought such 
steals as the compressed air swindle, has been 
set aside to make. way for a member of the 
City Hall contractors’ combination, while 
Ald, Webber has been retired in order to give 
an obscure brickmaker a chance to try 
his prentice hand at legislation. Fortunately 
the Republicans in these three wards have done 
much better than they did elsewhere. They 
have nominated Charles F. Swigert, a respect- 
able real-estate dealer and large property- 
owner, in the Thirteenth Ward; Mr. William 
Baumer, a young German-American builder, 
in the Twenty-second Ward; and John W. 
Turner, a member of an old and much es- 
teemed Chicago family, in the Twenty-sixth 
Ward. These three men ought to be elected, 
and the contractors’ stool-pigeons set up 
against them ought to be defeated. 

Surely the honest, respectable, and intelli- 
gent voters of the Second Ward will not per- 
mit chemselves to be represented in the City 
Council by ex-Supervisor D. J. Horan. The 
man represents only the floating and saloon 
element of the ward. He has not ofdinary 
qualifications for the position to which he as- 
pires. The fact that the worst element of the 
Dentocratic party in the ward propose to in- 
dorse him is reason sufficient why the voters, 
irrespective of party, should unite in nomi- 
nating some good man by petition. There 
are plenty of good men in the ward who will 
accept a nomination on petition. John H. 
Hamline would be an ideal candidate, but he 
positively refuses to permit the use of his 
name. Why not take up such a man as ex- 
Ald. D. H. Gile, John Summerficld, or D. F. 
Crilly? It will be a disgrace to the Second 
Ward if Dan Horan is elected. 

Mr. James R. Mann, who has been nomi- 
nated by the Republicans for Alderman of the 
Thirty-second Ward, is an admirable candi- 
He is a good speaker, a good lawyer, 
and thoroughly well versed in municipal 
affairs. He was at one time Village Attorney 
of Hyde Park, and is the author of the pro- 
hibition district and local option laws now 
prevailing in the Thirty-second, Thirty-third, 
and Thirty-fourth Wards. He will know how 
to defend those ordinances if they are assailed 
by the groggeryites during his term in the 
Council. It is true that Capt. W. C. Kinney, 
the retiring Alderman, who is to be superseded 
by Mr. Mann, has made a good record and de- 
served renomination. But he was fairly de- 
feated and Mr. Mann ought,to be elected. 
If he is elected he will be a leader of the best 
element in the Council, which Mr. Kinney 
could not aspire to be. Mann ought to be 
elected by a large majority. 

Mr. George K. Kix, who has been nominat- 
ed for Alderman in the Twentieth Ward, 
served aterm in the Council and made a 
fine record. His vote was always given in the 
interest of the city and of the taxpayers. He 
is a good speaker, understands the methods of 
the gang, and can fight them without fear or 
favor. He would be a worthy representative 
of such an intelligent constituency as the 
Twentieth Ward. 


MR. CLEVELAND AND THE SILVER QUES- 
. TION. 
Last week a well-known Omaha Democrat 


ceived a letter from Mr. Cleveland in which 

the latter said that the blunders committed 
by the present Democratic Congress have 
never been exceeded.“ That was followed a 
few days later by an interview with Mr. Cleve- 
land, then duck-shooting in Maryland, m 
which the ex-President said that tariff reform 
must be the issue of the party if it was to go 
into a winning fight. He said further that 
while his idea had been that the House should 
pass a general tariff bill yet he was willing to 
defer to those who were on the ground. If 

they thought the Springer single bill policy 
was the best, then let that be pursued. 

Any seeming inconsistency between the re- 
mark in the letter and this mild indorsement 
of the House tariff policy is explained by a 
statement of the Omaha Democrat to the 
effect that what Mr. Cleveland wrote about 
“the. blunders of the present Congress re- 
lated to its course concerning the free coinage 
question and to nothing else—to its vote which 
indicated that an overwhelming majority of 
its members were in favor of the Bland bill. 

It appears that Mr. Cleveland has not 
changed his ideas on the silver question, even 
at a moment when his party is committing 
itself irrevocably to free coinage. He and he

THE BASIS MUST BE A 300.000-FOOT FLOW. 

It is announced that the Drainage Board 
will adopt this week a route between Willow 
Springs and Joliet, and that perhaps the 
specifications will be in readiness for approval 
so that bids may be advertised for. There- 
fore it will be seen soon whether the board in- 
tends to commit the criminal blunder of at- 
tempting to cut a rock channel with a capaci- 
ty of 600,000 cubie feet per minute. If it does 
it puts an end to all hopes of the successful 


prosecution of the work it has in charge. The 


specifications should be drawn on the basis of 
a flow of 300,000 cubic feet per minute and no 
more. The Legislature cannot and will not 
insist on an utterly useless expenditure of $10,- 
000,000 when the facts are explained to it 
clearly. 

It is useless to make a 600, 000. foot ruck-cut 
unless the water can be had to fill it. It is ad- 
mitted by every one—Mr. Cooley included— 
that the river and the South Branch cannot be 
widened and deepened so as to pass more than 
300,000 cubic feet per minute without an ex- 
penditure which the law does not provide for 
and which the taxpayers would not tolerate if 
it did. it will be a costly business to get a 
drop over 250,000 cubic feet through, for it can- 
not be done except by increasing the declivity 
and consequent rapidity of flow in the drain- 
age channel to an extent which would make 
navigation by large vessels dangerous if not 
im possible. 

If 600,000 cubic feet of lake water cannot be 
obtained for the drainage channel, why make 
the rock-eut: of double capacity at extra 
charge? And Tun Txisune asks for the 
hundredth time: How is that large flow 
to be secured? Will Mr. Eckart tell, 
or Mr. Boldenweck, Cooley, or Wenter? 
Can the News, Inter-Ocean, Herald, or 
Times explain how 600,000 cubic feet of 
water fro Lake Michigan can be taken 
through the Sanitary District into the drain- 
age channel? If they do not know how it 
ean be done it is their duty to join with Tun 
TRIBUNE in denouncing the stupendous folly 
of wasting millions on a cut of unnecessary 
size. 

It is nonsense to say that because the Legis, 
lature once out of ignorance directed that a 
rock-cut be made to accommodate a flow of 


600,000 cubic feet per minute it will have 


the pig-headed perversity to insist on a double- 
capacity rock-cut hen it is proved that even 
if every provision of the law is carried out 
strictly only half enough water can be had to 
fill it. 

But even if the next General Assembly 
should be so unreasonable as to refuse to see 
the facts as they are that would not relieve the 
newspapers of Chicago from the duty of in- 
sisting that that pertion of the law which pro- 
vides for the -Onst#uction of such a su perfluous 


chasm should not Be carried out because not 


conducive to sanitation or the dilution of sew- 
age, which is the sole legal and permissible 
object of the law. | 

Is there any one who will assert that the 
dilution of the sewage of Chicago will be more 
satisfactorily done with a flow of 300,000 cubic 
feet per minute in a channel which has ca- 
pacity for a flow of 600,000, but will not be 
supplied with that much water, than with a 
flow of 300,000 cubic feet in a channel whose 
capacity is only 300,000 feet? There is no 
such person. It cannot be shown that an ex- 
penditure fora channel with a capacity for 
more than 300,000 cubic feet, but which will 
not be supplied with more than that much 
water, is an expenditure for sanitary purposes, 
An attempt to spend money for other than 
sanitary objects is illegal. if objecting tax- 
payers go into court and prove that sufficient 
lake water to make a discharge of 600,000 
cubic feet per minute cannot be obtained 
through the Chicago River or in any other 
manner for the money that can be raised 
under the act, it is not impossible that they 
could secure a suspension of operations till 
the law had been amended in such a way as to 
make it practical and in strict accordance 
with the Constitution. 


DOWN-DRAFT COMBUSTION. 
In Friday’s Trisuns Andrew Young, for- 


merly Smoke Inspector in Chicago, indorses 
the recommendation that the city authorities 
shall put into operation on the city plants 
some of the many devices recommended for 
the abolition of smoke, test each one thor- 
oughly, and from the number thus tried rec- 
ommend to manufacturers the devices or ap- 
pliances which are thus ascertained to permit 
compliance with the ordinances of the city 
governing the production or non-production 
of smoke. He says after these appliances 
had been adopted it would then only remain 
for the city inspectors to see that the condi- 
tions necessary to their successful working 
were duly observed. 

The municipal authorities have already in- 
troduced one of these appliances at the elec- 
tric power-house on the corner of Fourteenth 
street and Indiana avenue. It is the Hawley 
down-draft contrivance, and is found to work 
well. The results obtained by it are reported 
to be most satisfactory, both in the almost 
total avoidance of smoke, though soft coal is 
the fuel used, and in the economy of its oper- 
ation. It was recently recommended by En- 
gineer White as the cheapest arrangement 
for consuming smoke, all things considered,“ 
and he intimates a conviction that it is even 
better than the retort system, in which the 
fuel is turned into gas before being fed into 
the combustion chamber. 

Having arrived at this satisfactory result 
it is hardly necessary for the city to under- 
take other experiments, and it has not at com- 
mand money enough to be able to at once 
substitute the down-draft forin of furnace for 
the others now in use. But it can adopt it in 
all cases of new construction and wherever 
it may be necessary to replace old ones be- 
cause they are worn out. And the same 


| policy can be adopted by the manufacturers. 


Probably not far from a thousand new boilers 
are set in Chieago each year. If every one of 
these were fitted with the down-draft device of 
Hawley or that of Post & Sawyer they would 
pay for themselves in a few months, and the 
average citizen as well as the owner would be 
a great gainer by the change. With 
the down-draft appliance the flues 
have to be cleaned out only at long 
intervals, while otherwise they must 
or ought to be raked out every day or two, as 
the rapidly accumulating soot is a great non- 
conductor of heat, and the soot also fills up 
the chimney, choking it so effectually as to 
— the draft essential to combustion be- 
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. to furnish 

quantity of steam. They * tnen do the 
desired work with ease and economy, holding 
their steam up to the required pressure steadily 
and without stram. In the face of what has 
been done by the use of the down draft at the 
city plant named and at the Farbank estab- 
lishment on Blackwell street, near the river, 
it is false and absurd to say that 
smoking cannot be stopped without 
ceasing to employ soft coal. One of these 
has the Hawley appliance and the other that 
of Post & Sawyer. Both have demonstrated 
that the emoke nuisance can be abated by this 
means, and that with so much economy to the 
user as to make it a wonder our lynx-eyed bus- 
iness- men have not before this introduced 
them into many hundreds of the manufactories 
in this city. 

The down-draft plan of combustion offers a 
liberal reward for the formation of a company 
of pushing men who will manufacture or con- 
tract to have made plenty of down- draft boil- 
ers, giving guarantees for their satisfactory 
performance, taking good second-hand boil- 
ers in part payment, attaching the down-draft 
appliance to the latter, and then offering to 
sell them at a reduced. rate to other steam- 
makers and consumers, One great advantage 
of this over the retort and coking devices is 
that it requires no more space for the boiler 
than before, either in length or in height. It 
may be added that Mr. Hawley says his device 
will apply just as well to locomotive, railroad, 
and to marine boilers as to those which are 
stationary; so that there is no longer a valid 
excuse for perpetuating the smoke nuisance 
on the rail or river any more than from the 
buildings that line the streets of Chicago.

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Tan Democrats of Indiana, Ohio, Wiscon- 
sin, and several other States have shown what 
they can do in the gerrymandering line. 
Their brethren in Missouri are showing them 
how much more thoroughly they can do that 
kind of work. In 1888 that State gave Cleve- 
land 261,000 votes and Harrison 236,000. On 
an apportionment made by a Democratic 
Legislature the Republicans carried four out 
of the fourteen Congressional districts. The 
last census gave the State an additional Con- 
gressman and that made a redistricting neces- 
sary. 

A bill has been prepared by the Democratic 
caucus which will give the 236,000 Republican 
voters one Congressman, while the 261,000 
Democrats will have fourteen, or one for 
every 19,000 voters. The Democrats would 
have taken the entire fifteen had it been hu- 
manly possible, but it could not be done on 
account of the number of Republicans in St. 
Louis County. In order to get fourteen they 
had to make districts which, when drawn on 
the map, resemble wriggling caterpillars and 
sprawling spiders. One of thom extends 
nearly from the Mississippi River to Kansas, 
and another somewhat resembiing a “J” 
reaches from the Missouri to the Arkansas line. 

There are Democratic protests against this 
gerrymander on account of the exceedingly 
inconvenient districts which are made, but 
they will be disregarded, so that the great ob- 
ject of giving as little representation as pos- 
sible to the 236,000 Republicans of the State 
may be carried out. It is probable that if this 
bit of partisan work were submitted to Sen- 
ator Hill it would meet with his warm ap- 
proval and that he would admit he could not 
improve on it. 

Last ik the Public Service committee of 
the County Board decided to recommend that 
the plan of building two additional light stories 
to the Court-House be abandoned on the 
ground that— * 

The building would have to be vacated while the 
improvements were being made owing to its pe- 
culiar construction. As a further fact, the roof 
would have to be taken off and the outside wall 
would have to be taken down from ten to twelve 
feet to get at a starting point and foundation, 
thus exposing the whole fourth floor to the ele- 
ments. The committee is therefore of the opin- 
ion that the two additional stories would not 
compensate for the advantagés gained. 

The County Architect,a man who stands 
high in his profession, does nut agree with the 
members of the committee. He says that it 
will be necessary to vacate only one-half of 
the fourth floor at a time, and that each half 
will not be out of use to exceed two months. 
Part of that time will be during the summer 
vacation, when the court-rooms are shut up. 
The architect says further that there are no 
mechanical difficulties in the way of building 
the two stories. ) 

The members of the board were elected on 
a platform which piedged them to the con- 
struction ofthis addition to the Court-House, 
in order that the business of the county might 
be carried 6n more economically and conven 
iently. It will not do for them to repudiate 
that pledge, and to assign a reason for doimg 
so which an experienced architect declares is 
invalid. The money has been set apart for 
those two stories and it ought to be used for 
that purpose. The proposition to add two 
more stories to the Criminal Court Building 
is the height of folly, and the Judges were 
right in denouncing it. Too many people are 
poisoned there already by sewer gas. In the 
course of time that building will have to be 
entirely rebuilt. Money spent in enlarging it 
will be utterly thrown away.

Rear-Admiral Harmony, who suc- 
ceeded Rear-Admiral Belknap, started out 
from the mooringsin Yokohama Harbor on 
the United States steamer Alliance to see the 
last of his confrére, and incidentally a sere- 
nade was to be given before the warship and 
mail steamer parted company. The serenade 
did not take place, howevor, as the Alliance 
went stem onto the breakwater now being 
built at tne entrance of Yokohama Harbor, 
and stuck hard and fast. As the Oceanic 
steamed away a barge with forty men from 
the British man-of-war Mercury and three 
tugs were trying to pull the Allance off, but 
apparently were not succeeding. ‘‘The Alli- 
ance was piled up on the breakwater when we 
left,“ said one of the passengers, and the 
chances are that the vessel broke in two 
when the tide went out. Capt. Felix Mc- 
Curley was in command, and Lieut. Mc- 
Intosh was the navigating officer. Rear- 
Admiral Harmony, who has just assumed com- 
mand of the station, was on board with his 
staff, and the vessel was to accompany us to 
sea and there give Rear-Admiral Belknap a 
farewell salute.

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‘THE COAL MINERS OUT. 


The man-of-war was to pilot’ 
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OTHER ENGLISH INDUSTRIES MUCH 
AFFECTED BY THE STRIKE, 


Jron Mills Shutting Down and Railways 
Running Few Trains Through the Coal 
Mining Districte—It Is Stated That 550,- 
000 Men Are Now Idle—London Dock 
Laborers Handling, Unknown to Them- 
selves, Coal from SBeigium—Marquis of 
Allesbury Leads a Gay Life. 


Lonbox, March 14.—Fifteen thousand -coal- 
miners are idle in North Staffordshire. Un- 
less they resume work in a few days the pot- 
teriés will be compelled to close down, throw- 
ing 50,000 men out of work. Flintshire, in 
Wales, appears to be the only place where the 
order of the Miners’ Federation to quit work 
has not been obeyed by the members of the 
association. 

The latest estimates of the number of miners 
who are uow’ idle place the figure at 350,000. 
Owing to the closing down of other industries 
because of the strike fully 200,000 men in 
— employments have been thrown out of 
work. 

_ The full effect of the strike will not be felt 
immediately. In many cases manufacturers 
who have large coal stocks will endeavor to 
tide over a week’s stoppage, but if the strike 
ex a week in duration their supply will 
soon be exhausted and they will be compelled 
toshut down. If they are forced to close 
their works the number of idle operatives will 
be doubled. 

The miners who have quit work are observ- 
ing the strike purely as a holiday. Large 
numbers of them are taking advantage of 
their idleness td leave the districts in which 
they work and to visit friends elsewhere. 
There is no excitement whatever. 

In the Leeds district the strike is severely 
felt. Nearly all the large milis and the iron 
and steei works are reducing the number of 
their employés or suspending work altogether. 

A number of trains on the Lancashire, 
Yorkshire, and Great Northern railways have 
been taken off. The coal market in ndou 
today shows no effect from the strike. The 
tone is flat, and there has been no advance in 

rices. There is but little demand. The 

‘orthwestern railway company has stopped 
many of its trains because of the lack of tuei,

AILESBURY LEADS A GAY LIFE, 


Has Liabilities of Over $1,500,000—Intends 
to Enter the House of Lords.

Lonpon, March 14.—The report of the offi- 
cial receiver of the estates of the dissolute 
Marquis of Ailesbury made to the Court of 
Bankruptcy today shows that the total liabili- 
ties of the gay young nobleman are £345,462, 
of which £244,211 is unsecured. The assets 
are the life interest of the Marquis in the es- 
tates and other property, the value of which 
has not been ascertained. Lord Ailesbur 
was not present during the proceedings, whi 
in fact are far more interesting to his credit- 
ors than to himself. It is understood: that he 
is enjoying himself in his usual manner some- 
where in the Riviera. He is supplied with 
money by Sain Lewis, the well-known usurer. 
It is stated that fresh quarrels have arisen be- 
tween Ailesbury and the Marchioness, who be- 
fore he married her was notorious 
as Dolly Tester, the music hall performer. 
It is said that the disagreements between the 
couple have now reached a stage that they are 
not hkely to be settled outside of the divorce 
court.

OPPOSED TO SUNDAY OPENING. 


The Question Taken Up at a Meeting. of 
the Congregational Ministers. 

The question of opening the World’s Fair 
Sunday was discussed in all its phases at the 
meet ing of the Congregational ministers yes- 
terday, and it will again be the subject at the 
next meeting. Three papers on the subject 
were read, that of the Rev. Moses Smith of 
Glencoe being the most important. Mr. 
Smith gave five reasons why the Fair should 
be closed Sunday. 2 

To open the Fair Sunday, he said, would be 
to disregard une of the fundamental laws of 
nature; it would be a public disregard of 
the trend of modern civilization and 4 travesty 
of American history and American progress, 
It vould block thé wheels ot the great reform 
of leseening the labor of the toiling millions 
of men and women. Then, too, it would be 
an irreparable hindrance to the success of the 
Exposition itself. A partial opening of the 
Exposition with reduced price of admission, 


without having any of the machinery in op- 
4 eration, would please nobody and would be 


open to the criticism of inducing thousands to 
spend their money for only a fraction of the 
Fair. It would be an insult and an oppression. 
The only alternative is to observe the Sabbath 
as God made it and as man needs it. That 
Sunday at 
Jackson Park should be the same as at any 
other park, and the people allowed to go there 
as freely Sunday as at any other park. 

The Business committee was instructed to 
prepare ‘resolutions on the sale of alcoholic 
liquors on the Fair grounds. 


EXPECTS TO BE HERE THREE DAYS. 


Plans of ‘the Dockery Subcommittee to In- 
vesticate the World's Fair. 

Wasainoetor, D. C., March 14.—[Special. ]— 
The Dockery subcommittee charged with the 
investigation of the World's Fair, expects to 
leave for Chicago March 25. President Baker 
is booked to appear before it here next Mon- 
day with the documents called for by the reso- 
lution adopted last week. With this prelim- 
inary information the idea is that the sub- 
committee can enter on the work of personal 
investigation more intelligently. 

‘*] aon’t think we will need to spend more 
than three days in Chicago, said Mr. Dock- 
ery this evening. We shali, of course, want 
to visit the grounds and see for ourselves what 
is being done. I hope it will be understood 
that the subcommittee is entering on its work 
in no spirit of hostility tothe Fair. Themem- 
bers regard itas a great national enterprise, 
and our investigation will be conducted in 
that spirit.“ 

It will require two weeks more to compile 
the navy called for by the subcommittee 
relative to expenditures by the Treasury De- 
partment on account of the Fair.

OHIO’S LEGISLATURE ON. THE FAIR. 


In the Senate 


The Appropriation Bill Introduced in the 
House—For the National Appropriation. 


Cotumsus, O., March 14.—The World's Fair® 


occupied most of the time ot the brief session 
of both branches of the General Assembly. A 
bill introduced in the House by Mr. Taylor of 
Champaign looks as if the present State Board 
of World’s Fair Commissioners was to be per- 
mitted to live under the care of a Director- 
General. His bill makes available $4,000 more 
of the $100,000 appropriated for Ohio’s exhibit 
at the great Exposition and fixes the salary of 
the Ditector-General at $4,000. It further 
authorizes the Ohio Com missioners to contract 
for and have placed on the Ohio building lot 
in the grounds of the World's Fair Columbian 
Exposition grounds at Chicago a suitable 
memorial desi consisting of a group of 
statuary in marble or bronze of statesmen ana 
soldiers representative of the State and of na- 
tional renown, the total cost of the memorial 
not to exceed $25,000. At the close of the Ex- 
position the memoria! design shall be remuved 
to Columbus and placed permanently in the 
rotunda of the Capitol. 

In the Senate Mr. McMacken offered a joint 
resolution which, after reciting tne great ben- 
efits to be derived from the Columbian Expo- 
sition by the people of the United States and 
the great cost incident thereto, requests the 
Ohio members of Congress to vote for a bill 
appropriating $5,000,000 in addition to the 
amount already appropriated to promote the 
interests of the Exposition.

In the late case of the Chicago Manicipal Gas- 
* and Fuel Co. vs. The Town of Lake (130 III., 
42), the Board of Trustees of the Town of 0, 
by ordinance passed March 24, 1884, granted to 
that company the right to lay and maintain its 
gas mains and pipes for illuminating and fuel 
purposes in and all étreets of the town. The 
provision of the charter under which the power 
of the Board of Trustees oo pass this ordinance 
was claimed was “to cont and regulate the 
streets, alleys, and other pubtic places, and abate 
any o) structions, encroachments, or nuisances 
thereon.” In sustaining the validity of the ordi- 
nance in case the Supreme Court says: 

The power to control and ate the streets, 
alleys, and other public places within the limits of 
the Town of Lake and abate any obstructions, en- 
croachments, or nuisances thereon was given in 
its charter to the corporate authorities of the 
town. Under this power the town could lawfull 
permit any use of such streets anti alleys that is 
consistent with the public objects for which they 
2 held and N a apants a — 1 2 way — 

pu of laying gas pipes mains under 
the surface thereof.’ 

In the case of City of Quincy vs. Bull (106 III., 
337), the City of Quincy had passed an ordinance 
granting to one Prince thé exclusive right to con- 
struct and maintain water-works in Quincy for 
thirty years and to sell water in the city for muni- 
cipal or private use, and the ordinance granted to 
Prince the right of way in all streets and alleys 
for the pu of laying mains and service pipes, 
valves, and appendages.

The City’s Power Clear. 


The power of the city to make sucha grant 
seems quite clear. It may be derived from the 
exclusive control of its streets given to the city 
by its charter, Sec, 33 of which is as follows: ‘ The 
City Council shall have exclusive power over the 
streets and alleys and may abate any and all ob- 
‘structions and encroachments therein in such 
manner as may be provided by ordinance.’ In 
this State there is vested in municipal corpora- 
tions a fee simple title to the streets. Under the 
power of exclusive control over streets it is very 
well settled by decisions of this court that the 
municipal authorities may do anything with or 
allow any use of streets which is not incompatible 
with the ends for which streets are estab- 
fished, and that it is a legitimate 
use to allow a railroad track to be laid down in 
it. The la of water pipes under- ground 
would be much less of an obstruction and inter- 
ference with the ordi ae pur of a street 
than the laying and maintaining of a railroad 
track upon its surface. It is the general doctrine 
that municipal corporations, under the power of 
exclusive control over their streets, may allow 
any use of them consistent with the public ob- 
jects for which they are held, and that uses for 
the purposes of sewers, gas pipes, and water pipes 
are among those for which the use of streets may 


be granted.“

168), the 
Supreme Court said that the power of the City 
Council, under.its present charter, to “regulate 
the use ot the streets is as exclusive as the ex- 
clusive control and regulation of the streets 

iven by the former charter. referred to in the 
ones case, and that the word regulate as used. 
in our present charter embraces everything in- 
cluded within the meaning of control and regu- 
lation in such former charter. 

In Railroad Co. vs. People (92 III., 174), tha Su- 
preme Court says: 2 

Under our statute cities are given exclusive 
control of all streets and alleys within the cor- 
porate limits. The fee of the streets is in the cor. 

ration, and the dominion over them is as abso- 
ute as that of the owner of other lands.”

and Streets, page 305, says:

In the Moses case, above cited, our Supreme 
Court says: 

“A street is made for the passage of persons and 
property; and the law cannot define what exclu- 
sive means Of transportation and passage shall be 
used. Universal experience shows that this can 
best be left to the determination of tbe munici- 
pal aathorities, who are supposed to be best 
acquainted with the wants and necessities of the 
citizens generally. To say that anew mode of 
passage shall be banished from the streets, no 
matter how much the general good may require 
it, simply because the streets were not so used in 
the days of Blackstone, would hardly comport 
with the advancement and enlightenment of the 
present age. 


What the Cases Indicate. 


The above cases show what the courts of this 
State have declared the law to be with regard to 
the powers of the City Council of cities upon the 
question in hand. The authorities in other States 
are not uniform upon the question. The courts 
of some States coincide with what appears to be 
the rule in Illinois. (Ingraham vs. Railroad Co., 
$4 Ia., 249: Kistner vs. Indianapolis, 100 Ind., 210.) 

Other authorities give a stricter construction to 
the general power of the municipal authorities 
over the street and hold that express legislative 
authority is necessary. (2 Dillon, Mun. Corp., 
Sec. 705; Davis vs. Mayor, etc., of New York. 14 N. 
V., 506.) And the rule seems to be settled and is 
recognized by our Supreme Court that the mu- 
nicipal corporation possesses and can exercise 
only those — which are granted in express 
words, and those necessarily or fairly implied or 
incideat to the powers expressly granted, and 
those essential to the declared objects and pur- 
poses of the corporation. (1 Dillon, Mun. Corp., 
Sec. 89; Cook County vs. McCrea, 93 III., 236.) 

In view of the above decisions of the Supreme 
Court of this State upon the question I am con- 
strained to say that in my opinion the City Coun- 
cil can lawfully permit any use of the streets and 
alleys of the city that is consistent with the ob- 
jects for which they are held, and that the fur- 
nishing of motive power, heat, and ventilation to 
such as may apply, and carrying or transporting 
articles by compressed air, through pipes under the 
surface of the streets, as a common carrier and 
for hire, are purposes as consistent with the ends 
for which the streets are established and held as 
is the use of the streets for steam railways and 
many other purposes for which the use of the 
streets is now permitted. And I think that under 
the rule laid down by our Supreme Court in the 
cases above cited, when taken in connection with 
the priveiple of local self-government through the 
municipalities, this 2 is largely (not ab- 
solutely or entirely) left “ to the determinatidn of 
the municipal authorities, who are su to 
be best acquainted with the wants and necessities 
on 8 generally.

No witness 
shall be compelled to answer any questions which 
shall criminate himself, nor shall any testimony 
be admitted which is irrelevant to the case on

NO DISPOSITION MADE OF THE BILL. 


The District of Columbia Measure Con- 
sidered in Committee of the Whole. 

Wasurnerton, D. C., March 14.—This being 
the day set apart under the rules for the con- 
sideration by the House of bills reported from 
the Committee on the District of Columbia, 
Chairman Hemphili eutered the House with a 
large batch of important local measures upon 
which his committee desired action. The 
morning routine consumed considerable time 
and it was 1 o’clock before Mr. Hemphill 
secured the floor for District business. 

The Speaker laid before the House a mes- 
sage from President transmitting a com- 
munication from the Secretary of the Interior 
submitting the agreement concluded between 
the Commissioners of the United States and 
the Cherokee gation for the cession of the 
Cherokee outlet, and stated that it would be 
referred to the Committee on Indian Affairs. 

On motion of Mr, Bowman a bill was passed 
to establish a port of delivery at Council 
Bluffs, la. | 

The floor was then accorded to the Com- 
mittee on the District of Columbia. There 
was little opposition madeto ihe measure, 
and Mr. Outhwaite of Ohio, who had charge of 
it, steered it cleverly through the legislative 
breakers, but as the hour was growing late the 
committee rose without disposing of the Dill 
and the House aijjourned. 


BANKS PREPARING TO HOARD GOLD. 


They Believe Free Coinrge Will Place the 
Yellow Metal at a lremium. 

Wasnineton, D. C., March 14.—[ Special. ]— 
Reports made to the Controller of the Cur- 
rency from the various money centers of the 
United States, and particularly in the East, 
indicate an intention upon the part of the 
banking institutions of the country to hoard 
gold in anticipation of the enactment of a 
free silver coinage law. Many of the Bank 
Examiners in their reports state that officials 
of the banks do not hesitate to declare that 
the passage of a silver bill by Congress will 
immediately put gold at a premium of from 
20 to 25 per cent, and they propose to be pre- 
pared. for it.

Decision of the Lou Ow Bew, Chinese Mer- 
chant, Case by the Supreme Court. 

Wasuineton, D. C., March 14.—Lou Ow 
Bew can remain in the United States. The 
Supreme Court so ruled today. Lou Uw Bew 
is a Chinese merchant of Portland, Ore., who 
went to China on a visit, and when he re- 
turned to San Francisco was refused permis- 
sion to reinain in the United States because 
he had failed to secure the certificate of 
identification required by the sixth section of 
the Chinese Restriction act to be obtained 
from the Chinese Government by merchants 
and others coming to the United States.

It was six 
weeks before Custer’s report and seven days 
be fore it had received its tinal indorsement, 
he tendered his resignation anew. ‘The same 
day it was accepeed by the President. The 
acceptance was indorsed by the Secretary of 
War on Sept. 17, and by special order of Sept. 
20, 1864, signed vy Adjutant-General E. D: 
Townsend, be was honorably discharged from 
the service of the United States. 

The papers which accompany Gen. Alger’s 
record include a letter from Gen. Custer to 
the Secretary of War, dated Oct. 19, 1863, in 
which Gen. Custer recommends him fora 
Brigadier-Generalship, saying: 

As an officer and a gentleman Col. Alger justly en- 
joys the highest esteem of both his command and 
his commanding officers. Ever ready to perform 
his duty at any and all times, and zealous in the 
cause for which we are fighting, he has proved 
himself worthy of the highest confidence of all. I 
therefore earnestly amd cordially recommend him 
to your consideration, fully believing that any 
trust reposed in him will be skillfully and faith- 
fully performed by him with honor to himself 
and credit to our army and to the noble cause in 


which we are engaged. 


This application was renewed by Custer 
under date of June 26, 1864; indorsed by Gen. 
Sheridan June 29, forwarded without com- 
ment by Gen. Meade July 5, sent by Gen. 
Sheridan to the Adjutant-General of the Army 
of the Potomac July 11, and approved by 
Meade July 20, 1864. On the same day Gen. 
Grant wrote a letter approving all the recom- 
mendations in the list in which Alger’s name 
appeared, A letter from Gen. Sheridan to 
F. W. Kellogg, member of Congress from 
Michig an, under date of July 18, 1864, says: 

When I recommende i Col. Alger, Fifth Mich- 
igan Cavalry, for promotion it was with the ex- 
pectation that he wonld be ordered to report to 
me. I have a brigade to give him. 

Gen. Alger was afterward brevetted a Brig- 
adier-General of Volunteers, and on Feb. 27, 
1867, by order of Secretary Stanton, was or- 
dered appointed a Brevet Major-General of 
Volunteers. These brevet commissions were 
signed by President Johnson, to whom Gen. 
Alger was politically opposed.

CAUSE OF SWITCHMAN CAHILL’S DEATH. 


Result of the Coroner’s Inquest on the Body 
Found Near the IIlinois Central Tracks. 
The Coroner’s inquest held yesterday by 
Deputy Coroner Swain in the case of John 
Cahill, the Illinois Central switchman, showed 
that death resulted from the bursting of a 
blood-vessel, but no immediate cause was 
shown that would produce such a rupture. 

‘lt was shown that the body was found by 
the engineer of an Illinois Central suburban 
train at 11:58 o’clock Saturday night. The 
switch shanty stands six feet from the track. 
The door of the shanty was closed. The body 
lay on its back, clothes buttoned up tightly. 
knees drawn up, while a fresh bruise which 
did not penetrate to the skull was across the 
forehead. The lighted lantern stood near the 
right hand. The head lay a foot and a half 
away from the track, so far out that no part of 
atrain could possibly strike it, It was said 
by railroad men who testified that had he 
been struck by atrain it would have turned 
him around or at least would not have left 
him in that position. They believed from the 
way he lay that he had been assaulted. The 
contents of his kets, $83 and a watch, were 
undisturbed. He had been seen alive and 
well by trainmen ten minytes before being 
found dead. 

Police Captain Aldrich, who was on the train, 
took charge of the body and had it examined 
by Dr. R. S. True of Syracuse, N. I., who was 
on the train. The physician said: Death 
has recently ensued. The mark on the fore- 
head was not sufficient to cause death. It 
was doubtless caused by falling, and a post 
mortem will no doubt show that he died from 
the wearing out of internal organs by old age. 
Perhaps apoplexy may have caused it.”’ 

Dr. Ludwig Hecktoen, who made the post 
mortem examination, said: He died from a 
hemorrhage into the sac around the heart 
from the rupture of an aneurism of the aorta. 
The aorta was in some places as thin as 
tissue paper and the seat of extensive disease. 
There was a scalp wound on the forehead an 
inch and a half long. but the skull and brain 
were healthy and normal.“ 

„Could the blow inflicting the bruise on the 
forehead have caused the hemorrhage? 

** No, sir.

It was shuwn by relatives of the dead as 
well as trainmen that he had no enemies. He

Who reads the newspapers, and what influence 
do. they exert? The answer 95 the first query 
would seem to be simple eno Every one who 
can read. The newspaper is omnipresent, and 
very frequently is witnessed the scene of a group 
of illiterate people, gathered about one who pos- 
sesses the open sesame of a know | of print, 
patiently spel out the words so that his avdi- 
ence may learn the news of the day. 

As a scornful Scribner writer puts i “in every 
new frontier settlement the institation is a 
whisky saloon and the next a nowsvaper.“ Not 
very good company for the newspaper to be in, to 
be sure, but the fact is in itself an index of the 
necessity which men have come to consider it, 
and how far-reaching its influence must be, 
whether for good or for evil. It is a genuine 
pioneer, and as there is no physical territory, so 
there is no realm of thought or enterprise . where 
it does not stake out a claim for itself, 

It is politically that a newspaper is of chiefest 
importance, o must know what great forces 
are working among the nations; what power sits 
on the throne and behind; what great questions 
are agitating the people; what are the whole- 
some tendencies and more particularly the vi- 
cious tendencies of our time, or we shall soon fall 
into N and perish from off the face of the 
earth. The constant reading of a partisan jour- 
nal will inevitably produce a decided bias, which 
in due time will harden into deep prejudice. Yet 
in justice to the newspapers we ought to say that 
the fostering of party spirit and strife and 
the stirring up and cherishing of bitter 
enmities against political foes is in no wa 

peculiar to and did not even originate wit 

them. Little as we think it, our age is much 
more tolerant than those which have pteceded it, 
and a century or two ago pamphlets which would 
seem to have been written in gall, not ink, were 
strewn broadcast throughout Europe, and men of 
high genius and -marked literary fame pointed 
the envenomed shafts. What a pity it is that, in 
absorbing the pamphlet. as the newspaper has so 
largely done, it should have swallowed this poi- 
son with it! Next to this perhaps the most cry- 
ing evil of the press is its sensationalism, height- 
ened in these latter days by its most remarkable 
pictorial representations. But it should be note 
that a great advance has been made in this re- 
spect in all 28 lead * * ap our own 
memory, and the g work is still progressing. 

The next serious objection which is urged 
against the paper is that it offers such a varied, 
bounteous, and ever-changing repast to the read- 
ers that there is great danger of mental dyspep- 
sia, and this is doubtless true. The mind is often 
unfitted for the digestion of any solid fact or 
thought after a long course of newspaper diet. 
Mr. Bryce contends that too much reading of the 
epbemeral literature of the day is destructive of 
creative power. But may not the same be said of 
travel, or reading even of the best authors? Overe 
stimulation of the mind is apt to be attended by 
loss of vigor. ! 

lf we could make up our minds to read but one 
paper a day, and could be satisfied to leave much 
of that unread, we should unquestionably be 
vastly the gainers. One writer says: Stories 
of crime, disease, and death benefit no one, and 
did not the abnormal taste of their readers 
demand them would not be published by the best 
papers.“ Shall we net take issue with this state- 
ment? Is the publication of crime, even in all its 
sickening and repulsive details, an unmitigated 
evil? We hear it often said that the newspapers, 
because of their low moral tone, are not fit road- 
ing matter to be placed in the hands of pure 
women and youth. Wedo not question the fact 
that there is no more pernicious influence exerted 
over youth than immoral literature. But is it the 
low moral tone of the newspapers we mean, 
or the low tone of the happenings which they re- 
count? There is nothing more lovely in the world 
than an innocent, pure-minded, and pure-speak- 
ing girl, and by all means should that bloom be 
preserved as long as possible. But at the same 
time there is much that women of maturer years 
may not only properly know but which it is posi- 
tively their duty to consider. It ought, moreover, 
be said that the newspapers are not published for 
school boys and girls, but for men and women who 
are bearing the heat and burden of tiie day,” 
and who, in order to heip make life worth living 
to the human face, must kuow what life 
with its manifold temptations, vices, and

It is urged that crimes of violence are conta- 
gious, and indeed there do often seem to be epi 
demics of suicide and murder; but if the balance 
could be struck would it not be found that more 
were deterred from these crimes by the pub 
lication of them than were ever drawn to them?

Some of us may have read an account of a dis- 
tressing accident in ope of our parks last summer. 
A boat containing a husband and wife was upset. 
The woman was rescued; but when sbe saw that 
her husband was lost she deliberately threw her- 
self in after him, saying that she could not live 
without him.“ Was there ever a more touching 
No need to tell us chat marriage was not 
a failure here.

For we must not 
forget in our consideration of this subject that 
the newspapers are published for the benefit 
of the masses, not the intellectual classes, 
or the cultured or the literary classes, but the 
whole people. If we keep this fact in mind it

IMPORTANT CHANGES IN THE 


EQUITY COURTS. 


Uniformity in Regulations Governing Mo- 
tions, Pleadings, and Masters in Chan- 
cery—To Take Effect March 20—Marie 
M. Fenton’s Will, leaving $150,000 
to Her Daughter, Probated--A Pro- 
vision to Cut Off the Testator’s Brother 
—Other Court News—The Record. 


New and important chancery rules have 
been entered in the Circuit and Superior 
Courts and they are now all uniform. In all 
the cuurts there will be a book kept for the 
entry of notions, Such motions will be called 
in their order and solicitors will not be per- 
mitted to riso to address the court upon a mo- 
tion until it has been called. Except by per- 
mission of the court, but one solicitor.on each 
side shall be heard on any contested motion, 
demurrer, or any interlocutary matter. 
No references shall be allowed in default 
divorce cases except as to question of alimony 
and property, and all testimony must be taken 
by deposition or in open court. No decree of 
divorce will be granted upon the unsupported 
testimony of the complainant. 
‘Concernmg pleadings a new rule reads: 
Upon the filing of every bill or petition (or 
within twenty-four hours thereafter) a copy of 
the same and of all exhibits accompanying the 
same shall be filed with the clerk of tne court 
marked ‘copy.’ And upon the filing of any 
other pleading, @ copy thereof, and of the ex- 
hibits accompanying the same, shall also be 
filed with the cierk. Any such copy may be 
taken by the solicitor of any party to the 
cause upon his receipting therefor to the clerk 
as hereinafter provid ded, but in no case shal 
the original of any such "pill, petition, plead- 
ing, or exhibit on file be taken from the cus- 
tody of the clerk except upon special order of 
the court, entered of record in the cause.’ 
Extensive rules are made goveruug Mas- 
ters in Chancery and a provision. is made that 
every bill or petition upon which an ex-parte 
preliminary injunction, order for the ap point- 
ment of a receiver, or for a writ of ne exeat 
republica is desired shall be filed with the 
clerk of the court before the saine is presented 
to a Judge for an order or toa Master for a 
recominendution. Such papers must be re- 
turned to the clerk immediately.

The latest move of the Illinois Central to 
checkmate the Baltimore and Ohio is td lay 
a switch diagonally across its South Chicago 
line at Seventy-first street and Seipp avenue. 
It took this action without the formality of
